Lunch Hour Lifesaving 


A member of the Welding Depart- 
ment probably owed his life last week to 
the quick thinking and expert swimmin;; 
ability of Ivan Brewster, janitor at No.3 
Laboratory, who rescued the welde: 
after a boat capsized in the lagoon 
November 23. 

Mr. Brewster, who used to make twice- 
a-day swimming a hobby back home in 
St. Vincent, was watching two men in a 
small sailboat during lunch hour. Wel- 
ders working on the new’ gas-burning 
stack, they had gone, during their hour 
off, for a sail in a small boat that 
formerly belonged to the soldiers station- 
ed nearby. When a sudden squall cap 
ed the boat Brewster ran to the Gover: 
ment boat dock, and swam the hundred 
yards to where one of the men, who was 
only a fair swimmer, was trying to sup- 
port the other. It was plain that both 
men could not reach shore safely with- 
out assistance, and Brewster took over 
the non-swimmer, who otherwise proba- 
bly would have drowned. 

For a man with no previous training 
in life saving, his record is good. It was 
the second time in recent months that 
he has rescued a drowning person; two 
months ago he saved the life of a swim- 
mer who was in difficulties in the lagoon 
near Sabane‘a. 

Though only a shade over five feet 
tall he has the build of a natural athlete, 
and during the Queen’s Birthday events 
at the Sport Park last year he won first 
in the half-mile race.

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“ANCIENT HISTORY” 


In a world that has monuments and 
writings thousands of years old, 20 years 
is far from ancient history. But in the 
life of Lago’s Aruba operations, events 
that far back are history of the most 
ancient, since they are at "The Begin- 
ning of Time”. 

On November 15 it was just 20 years 
ago that the first cargo of oil (it was 
crude oil in those crude days) was load- 
ed at Aruba. And the Oil Accounting 
clerks have dredged up from their files, 
which are Lago’s oldest, a record to 
prove it. 

On November 15, 1924, the ’’Caloric” 
started loading, and sailed November 
18 for Southampton, England. It was 
the first event in Aruba’s_ eventual 
growth to one of the great oil stations 
of the world. No storage tank yielded 
this oil; it came either from the cargo 
tanks of the ocean tanker "Invergarry”, 
anchored at Oranjestad, or directly froin 
the lake tankers that had brought it 
from Maracaibo, a system that was fol- 
lowed for several years. 

The photograph shows the early 
record, which yields some striking com- 
parisons. The whole first year’s busi- 
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ness is listed on the first and part of 
the second sheet. The year’s’ business 
was just 50 ships. Today, with Lago's 
oil flowing to all parts of the Allied 
world, approximately 100 ships are load-

ed every month. And the first year’s 
ships were mostly on the small side, 
carrying from 60,000 to 75,000 barrels, 
where most of today’s business goes tc 
giants that carry as much as_ 120,000 
barrels. 

The file contains all the loadings up 
to 1929, a total of 755 ships in five 
years. Now the total stands at approxi- 
mately 16,000 ships loaded in the 20 
years. (A coincidence is the fact that 
the ”Swiftarrow”, the eighth ship to 
load at Aruba, was here again a week 
before the anniversary). 

The 1924 record (like the similar 
records of 1944) is in the handwritirg 
of Oil Accounting clerk Francisco H. 
(Titi) Oduber, who at that time was an 
employee of the late banker John Eman, 
then a ship chandler and agent for the 
Company.

ABC Continued from page 1 
in a collection campaign staged at the 
gate with the Management’s approval. A 
substantial addition was made recently 
when Fls. 20,000 was received from 
Queen Wilhelmina, to be divided equally 
between the Aruba and Curacao sections. 

Many relief organizations are ready to 
help the stricken countries of Europe 
when it becomes possible, and no short- 
age of food for this purpose is antici- 
pated. The amount of shipping space 
available after war needs are curtailed, 
as well as the much-battered conditicn 
of the countries’ railroads, will be the 
factors controlling the speed with which 
supplies can be distributed. 

However, the fact that many hands 
will be reaching out to help does not 
lessen the importance of the work to be 
done by the Baby Fonds. Conditions in 
Europe are such that no amount of aid 
could be too much, and every guilder 
contributed is destined to do many times 
a guilder’s work in providing needed 
supplies. Probably of equal importance 
is. the deeply humane gesture involved 
in the Baby Fonds, in which the people 
of Aruba and Curacao, who have 
experienced little of war’s physical 
sufferings, are making a personal effort 
to help the less-fortunate people of Hol- 
land. 

Sometimes the humane _ sentiments 
called up by giving to relief organiza- 
tions are lost in the large and imperso- 
nal nature of the total effort. In this 
case, however, the connection from the 
citizens of Aruba to the citizens of the 
mother country is close and direct. 


Commissary Employee Drowned 
In Accident Near Santa Cruz 


Jose Croes, 19, a sales clerk at the 
Colony Commissary, lost his life Nov- 
ember 12 while playing in a pond near 
Santa Cruz. He was drowned in the 
water backed up by a conservation dam 
erected by the Government at Rooi Afo. 

With several friends Jose had gone 
wading in the deep water collected after 
the recent heavy rains. Neither he nor 
the other members of the party could 
swim. When he _ stepped into a hoie 
where the water’s depth was over his 
head, he failed to come back up to the 
surface. A current was running through 
the pond, due to the overflow, and it is 
not known whether he drowned imme- 
diately or was first carried down and 
knocked unconscious against the dam. 

A policeman summoned from Santa 
Cruz removed the body from the water, 
but attempts at artificial respiration 
were fruitless. 

Jose Croes was first employed by the 
Esso Club January 8, 1942. He  trans- 
ferred to the Commissary six months 
later, first as a laborer, and later a3 
deliveryman, order clerk, and finally as 
sales clerk. He was well thought of by 
his supervisors and those who worked 
with him. 

He was a participant in the Thrift 
Plan, and is survived by his parents and 
a brother, Benito Croes of the Weldinz 
Department.

”ESSO” News 


The Company began operation of the 
first full-scale aircraft engine test stand 
for research on aviation fuels and lub- 
ricants at Bayway recently. Costing 
half a million dollars, the installation is 
said to be the finest in existence. Pri- 
marily, its operators will attack the 
problem of aviation engine knock, the 
same kind well-known to automobile 
drivers. 

Housed in a large special building, the 
knock laboratory has two units: a 1500- 
horsepower airplane engine, mounted on 
a block of 240 tons of concrete, and a 
control room whose instruments are bas- 
ed on a separate foundation, supported 
on blocks of cork to absorb vibration. A 
16-inch concrete wall and soundproof- 
ing equipment isolate the terrific inten- 
sity of sound in the engine room. 

Actual flight conditions are simulated 
with intricate controls regulating the 
pressure and temperature of the air sup- 
plied. Instead of delivering power to a 
propellor, the test engine is connected 
to a dynamometer that both absorbs the 
power and measures it. Readings of tem- 
peratures on and in the engine can he 
automatically recorded from 48 points 
within a minute. This permits testing of 
expensive experimental fuels that can 
be made only in small quantities in a 
laboratory. 

Previously facilities of engine manu- 
facturers and governmental agencies had 
been used for testing fuels. These had 
become inadequate, and the Company’s 
new facilities represent a major step in 
improving airplane performance. 


R. P. Russell, executive vice-president 
of Standard Oil Development Company, 
was elected president following the re- 
signation of Frank A. Howard October 
6. Mr. Howard will continue as a direc- 
tor of the Development Company and a 
vice-president of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany (N.J.) until next year, when he 
plans to re-enter the practice of law, in 
which he will serve the Company as 
patent counsel. 


A. Clarke Bedford, vice-president and 
general sales manager, was made exe- 
cutive vice-president of the Standard Oil 
Company of New Jersey October 13. The 
directors explained that the new  posi- 
tion was created to establish a_ senior 
executive with whom, in the absence of 
the president, the other directors and 
department heads may consult on 


general policy questions and from whom 
general executive decisions may be re- 
quested.
